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DETAILED ACTION 

Acknowledgment is made of the receipt and entry of the amendment filed on 9 
June 2006 with the cancellation of Claims 1-3 and newly amended Claim 4. 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim 4 is under examination. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see "Applicant Arguments/Remarks Made in an 
Amendment", filed 9 June 2006, with respect to the rejection of Claims 1-3 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Deckers et al. (A*), the rejection of Claims 2 and 
3 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tominaga (B*) and the rejection of 
Claims 2 and 4 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Alaluf et al. (C*) have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration, a new grounds of rejection of newly amended 
Claim 4 is made in view of Tominaga (D). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tominaga 

(D). 

Tominaga teaches a method of inhibiting cutaneous aging comprising applying 
an effective amount of an anti-aging composition to skin comprising one or two 
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aminoethyl compounds and further comprising ginseng extract and coicis semen (Co/x 
lachryma-jobi) extract (See claim 1 and column 6, lines 63*65), which reads on a 
method of inhibiting aging, comprising the step of applying onto the skin a composition 
comprising one or a plurality of drugs selected from the group consisting of da zao 
extract, ginseng extract, roman chamomile extract, chlorella extract, coicis semen 
extract and silk extract. 

Therefore, the reference anticipates the claimed subject matter. 

No claims are allowed.
